Illinois State Employment 
Service, whose local offices are 
located at 1820 Cleveland Blvd., 
Granite City. 

Tempoready seeks people 
with some free time on their 
hands who are looking for 
temporary or part-time 
employment. 

The program is geared to

Seek national policy 
for starling control 


‘There is the potential for a 
serious outbreak of human, 
livestock and plant diseases 
from repeated massive in- 
festations of starlings unless we 
face head-on the problem of 
these ‘rats with wings.’ And by 
that I mean developing a 
national policy for their con- 
trol,” Illinois Agriculture 
Director Pud Williams said last 
week, 

There have been three cases 
involving local school children. 

“These birds carry 
histoplasmosis, a respiratory 
disease in human beings. They 
are also known carriers of 
Transmissible Gastroenteritis 
(TGE), a virus which attacks 
the intestinal tract of baby pigs, 
almost always with fatal 
results. 

“Dr. Paul B. Doby, the state’s 
top veterinarian, told me that, 
in the concentrations we are 
dealing with, the starlings could 
transmit virtually any con- 
tagious disease in livestock,” 
Williams commented. 

“Let's face it; these are not 
songbirds or game birds or 
flying friends who play an 
important role in our food cycle. 

“They are foul, disease- 
carrying pests — rats with 
wings. And we all know that if 
we had 5,000,000 rats gathered 
on 20 acres anywhere in this 
country, public outcry would 
bring about action in short 


order. 

“We need to think about 
starlings in those terms, and we 
need a national policy. 

“Members of my staff and 
myself have toured the area of 
the Fix Farm in Massac 
County, where our most serious 
infestation is in Illinois. Just 
driving through the old 
Christmas tree farm where the 
roost is, we saw dead birds 
seattered everywhere, 
decaying and attracting more 
insects and vermin. 

“Trees are white with ex- 
crement and there is a clammy, 
almost sickroom feeling and 
odor hanging in the air. And we 
have other major infestations 
across Illinois. : 

“Beyond the health hazard, 
these birds also damage 
ripening crops. Obviously, 
5,000,000 birds are going to eat a 
lot of something — and the 
grainfields of Illinois farmers 
are awfully convenient. 

“We don’t have all the an- 
swers. I wish we did, but I don’t 
know the relative merits of 
various chemical approaches. 
There are probably other 
methods of attack, about which 
we know nothing because 
people have been reluctant to 
speak up. 

“But there is no doubt in my 
mind that we have a serious 
problem. I don’t think anyone 
who has seen the roosts could

doubt it. 

“We are not going to solve 
this problem by scaring the 
starlings across the borders of 
Tennessee, Kentucky or 
Missouri or by shaking our 
heads until next- year. All that 
would mean is that the birds 
will be back. 

“T have met with officials 
from our bordering states to 
start a concerted effort. That is 
only a start. What we really 
need now is public awareness 
that the starling danger exists. 

“Wider understanding of just 
what we are faced with can only 
help us find a national solution 
that much sooner.”’

Races for all 
school posts 


Spirited campaigns for Board 
of Education seats in all three 
Quad-City area school districts 
and the Belleville Area College 
District are expected to 
highlight this year’s April 10 
school elections. 

There is opposition in all four 
districts for the board seats at 
stake this year. 

While two candidates in the 
Madison School board cam- 
paign withdrew _ their 
nominating petitions last week; 
three incumbents seeking re- 
election still have opposition 
from one other candidate. 

In Granite City School 
District 9, six candidates are 
seeking two board seats and in 
Venice District 3 five can- 
didates are bidding for two 
board posts.

The IL-1040X is available by 
writing the department's 
Taxpayer Services Division, 
Box 2844, Springfield 62708, or 
by calling the department at 
900-252-8972, a toll-free number. 

The director said taxpayers 
can avoid errors by: 

—Checking to see that their 
Social Security number has 
been entered correctly. 

—Double-checking 


—Making sure they have 
taken advantage of all the 
exemptions to which they are 
entitled. 

—Attaching all W-2 forms and 
other supporting documents for 
credits or subtractions claimed. 

—Signing the tax return and 
having the spouse sign if it is a 
joint return.

Faster vocational 
education funding 


School districts will receive 
money for their vocational 
education programs earlier this 
year as a result of an ac- 
celerated pay-out plan set up by 
the Illinois Office of Education, 
State School Superintendent 


Joseph M. Cronin announced 


last week. 

The initial checks to reim- 
burse school districts for the 
extra costs incurred by 
vocational education programs 
were received this month by 
school districts, two months 
earlier than such payments in 
previous years. A second 
payment will be in their hands 
by June 1, with the final 
payment scheduled for Sept. 30. 

“This speed-up in releasing 
these funds is intended to 
relieve some of the burden on 
school districts and to improve 
the cash flow for districts 
operating vocational education 
programs,” Dr. Cronin said. 

The first payment totals $11.7 
million, including $8.8 million 
for elementary and secondary 
schools, $2.6 million for com- 


universitites and $205,200 for 
two state agencies—the 
Department of Corrections and 
Department of Mental Health— 
which conduct vocational 
education programs. 

In previous years, the money 
has been distributed in two

payments, a mid-year. payment 
in May and a final payment in 
September. The new schedule 
not only speeds up the first 
payment, but also adds a third 
payment midway between the 
original two. 

“This is one of the ways the 
State Board of Education and 
staff are attempting to provide 
immediate assistance to school 
districts to help relieve their 
cash crunch,” Dr, Cronin said. 

The annual vocational 
education reimbursements 
consist of half state and half 
federal funds. Reimbursement 
are calculated on the basis of 
number of students enrolled in 
vocational and technical 
education programs. 

Checks were mailed to 
education service region 
superintendents for distribution 
to elementary and secondary 
school districts and to the 
Illinois Community College 
Board for programs under its 
jurisdiction. 

Initial reimbursements in- 
clude $279,306 for elementary 
and secondary schools in 
Madison County, $93,711 to 
Belleville Area College and 
$43,692 to Lewis and Clark 
Community College.

Spur savings bond drive

U.S. savings bonds offer more 
jin our country’s Bicentennial 
year than they have ever of- 
fered before, Earl M. York, 
‘chairman for the 1976 savings 
bonds drive in Missouri and 30 
Downstate Illinois counties, told 
business leaders during a 
‘breakfast here last week to 
officially open the drive. 

Among drive leaders at the 
breakfast, besides York, in- 
cluded: Henry D. Karandjeff, 
Madison County drive chair- 
man; Oscar Drake, chairman of 
the drive in an 11-state area; 
and Bill Davis, regional 
director of the drive. 

A movie was shown featuring 
George A. Stinson, chairman of 
the board of National Steel 
Corp., who is national chairman 
of the U.S. Industrial Payroll 
Savings Committee, urging 
increased participation in the 
savings bonds program by 
industrial employes. 

Stinson announced that the 
national goal for this year’s 
drive is $7.6 billion. 

He also announced a new ‘plan 
called ‘‘Bond-a-Matic,’’ in 
which the amount paid to social 
security from each paycheck is 
credited toward the purchase of 
bonds once the amount held for 
social security reaches its limit. 

Presently, surplus social 
security withholdings are 
returned to each employe in his 
paycheck. 

Robert D, McBride, president 
of Granite City Steel, welcomed 
,those present to the breakfast, 
held in the GC Steel executive 
dining room. 

He pledged full effort by 
Granite City Steel to meet 
Stinson’s goal of signing up one 
of every two employes not 
currently in the program, and of 
increasing the level of par- 
ticipation of one of every two 
workers presently enrolled 

Karandjeff detailed the 
history of the savings bond 
program since 1941, including 
the first “baby bonds” and 
subsequent door-to-door sales of 
bonds by scouts and volunteers. 

He recalled a massive 
volunteer and media drive to

sell bonds to help finance World 
War II, saying, ‘‘We have a 
right to be proud of the people 
who since 1941 have par- 
ticipated in the payroll savings 
effort.” 

Karandjeff noted the people 
of America now own more than 
$62 billion in savings bonds, 
which has been one of the most 
important factors in the growth 
of the United States. 

He introduced York, who will 
oversee the Madison County 
drive as part of the large 
territory he is responsible for 
serving. York, in turn, praised 
Karandjeff, noting he has been 
the volunteer Madison County 
chairman since bond sales 
began in 1941 and is believed to 
be the only county chairman in 
the state who has served con- 
tinuously in that post since the 
program began. 

“Henry has always done a 
fantastic job and I can’t think of 
a better man for the job,” York 
commented. 

He said the savings bond 
program actually was started 
by private industries, not the 
‘Treasury Department, but’ the. 
Treasury Department has 
agreed over the years to con- 
tinue to provide the service of 
preparing bonds. 

“Employers know that an 
employe who saves is a little 
more stable in the company,” 
he added. 

He noted that the 1976 bonds 
celebrate the nation’s 200th 
birthday with an engraving on 
each of either George 
Washington, the Liberty Bell, 
the Spirit of 1776, Washington 
crossing the Delaware, 
Independence Hall or the 
signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

He predicted many employes 
will attempt to collect an entire 
set of the bonds which will 
become more valuable the 
longer they are held 

He noted that the new bonds 
will yield interest, even if they 
must be cashed before the first 
six-month period is over. Bonds 
held to maturity will yield 6 per 
cent, compounded — semi- 
annually, he added. 

“Once people start saving, 
they keep saving and they move 
up. We need to get people into 
the idea of thrift. Our country 
was started on thrift, the work 
ethic and other good ethics. 

“It is not just patriotic to buy 
bonds, it’s not just savings, it’s 
a good buy,” York noted. 

He said he does not believe in 
selling bonds by applying 
pressure to employes. ‘I don’t 
think we should force anyone to 
buy bonds. The nice thing about

savings bonds is you don’t have 
to buy them. That fits with the 
spirit of freedom in America in 
our Bicentennial year,” York 
told those present.

A “population explosion of the 
elderly” is giving senior 
citizens more rights, according 
to Kenneth W. Holland, director 
of the Hlinois Department on 
Aging. 

Holland told more than 1,400 
senior citizens attending ‘the 
Seventh Annual Spring Senior 
Citizens Fair at Southern 
Mlinois University at Edwards- 
ville last week that they 
should all push for pro-senior 
citizen legislation since they are 
the largest single voting block 
in the country. 

In his talk entitled, ‘‘Politics 
of Aging and Advocacy,’’ 
Holland admitted that one 
reason he is so involved in 

_ “senior power” is because he is 
a senior citizen. “More than 22 
million people ‘over the age of 65 
live in erica,”’ Holland said. 
“Over 1.6 million senior citizens 
live in Hinois. 

“If we were to look back ten 
years ago we would not have 
seen anything like this, 
(referring to the Fair),” 
Holland continued. In 
discounting the belief that some 
elderly feel that the nutrition 
programs are welfare, he said, 
“Nutrition programs are more 
than just eating. The nutrition 
program is to get people active 
again, get them back in the

stream, of life and you people 
are a testimonial to this 


program. = pt 

“There are 250 nutrition 
program sites in the state,” he 
‘said, “Fourteen thousand meals 
a day, five days a week are 
served to senior citizens. About 
61,000 dinners are participating 
in'this program.” 

Holland also told his audience 
of some programs that are 
being proposed for the elderly 
and others that already exist. 
He urged senior citizens to 
apply for Circuit Breaker, a tax 
relief for the elderly, He ad- 
vised them to call the Depart- 
ment of Revenue or go to an 
area Department on Aging 
office for more information. 

He also told the crowd in the 
University’s Meridian Ballroom 
about a new program under 
Title 10 where area agencies 
throughout the state will hire 
300 senior citizens to work for 
one year. This program, called 
Operation Spread, will help 
inform senior citizens of 
programs available for them. 

Another part of this 
fedearally funded program will 
supply nursing home om- 
budsmen. ‘All we want to do is 
find out from the people 
themselves if they enjoy it 
there. 
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“This is not designed to pry 
into the nursing home but to 
help these people,” Holland 
said. “We want to help people 
stay at home if they want to. We 
think they will live longer and 
be happier in their own homes.”” 

‘After this year-long study the 
Department on Aging willset up 
programs to help the elderly 
stay at home. Some of the 
services Holland proposed for 
those who choose to live alone 
are helping them clean house, 


reminding the senior citizens to ” 


take medication and helping 
them with their shopping. 
Holland said the conference 
at SIUE was the largest and 
best meeting of senior citizens 
groups that he had seen. He said 
that seniors need to stick 
together because, “We need to 
show what is being ac- 
complished and what the unmet 
needs of the aging are. I believe 
that today’s older people are 
having a louder voice in letting 
others know what their needs 
are® 
He asked for help ‘from the 
audience in the form of 
suggestons and ideas to set 
Guidelines and priorities for his 
Office. He requested that 
suggestions be mailed to: 
Aging, Box 60, Springfield. 
Before -Holland’s speech, 
Acting President of SIUE 
Andrew J. Kochman welcomed 
the senior citizens to the 
campus. Following his welcome 
Dr. Kochman was presented a 
birthday cake with “Happy 
Tenth Birthday SIUE,” written 
on it in commemoration of the 
University’s tenth anniversary.

The Madison County Board 
last week approved advertising 
for bids for materials and work 
on construction of a new 
Madison County Jail at 
Edwardsville, near the county 
courthouse. 

Jay D. Maurer of Venice, 
chairman of the county 
buildings committee, said bids 
from Madison County con- 
tractors and suppliers will 
receive priority over bids from 
outside firms, since the county 
firms pay taxes to Madison 
County. 

He said bricks, steel and most 
of the work should be available 
within the county, Prospective 
bidders will be given 30 days in 
which to submit bids, after 
which the bids will be opened 
publicly and studied. 


Recommendations on ac- 
cepting the bids are expected to 
be made to the County Board at 
its May meeting and ground- 
breaking should begin im- 
mediately after the contracts 
are awarded. 

The jail is expected to take 18 
months to two years to con- 
struct. The present county jail 
is in poor condition and is 
overcrowded, causing the 
county to send some prisoners 
to jails in St. Clair and Clinton 
counties, until a new jail can be 
constructed. 

In December 1974, the county 
authorized the sale of $4 million 
in general obligation bonds for 
the project. Those bonds have 
been sold and the money is 
available for the project, 
Maurer said.

Attend Legislative Conference 


Drugs, rape and the rights 
and responsibilities of women 
were among the topics 
discussed at the 11th annual 
Legislative Conference of the 
Illinois Federation of Business 
and Professional Women’s 
Clubs held last week at the St. 
Nicholas Hotel, Springfield. 

Speakers included State 
Representative Adeline J. Geo 
Karis, 3ist Illinois District; U. 
S. Attorney Samuel K. Skinner, 
Northern District of Illinois; 
Marilyn D. Clancy, candidate 
for congressional represen- 
tative in the 6th Illinois District; 
and Osta Underwood, past 
president of the National 
Federation of Business and 
Professional Women 
current chairman of 
Seeretary’s Advisory Com- 
mittee on the Rights and 
Responsibilities of Women in 
HEW. 


Miss Underwood, a member 
of the Employee Benefit Board, 
Metropolitan Government of 
Nashville and Davidson County, 
Tenn., is licensed to practice 
law in Tennessee, where she is a 
member of the Bar Association. 

Mrs. Clancy discussed the 
topic, ‘“Get Involved,”’ and U. S. 
Attorney Skinner reviewed the 
current status of problems in 
drug abuse. 

The crime of rape, its effect of 
victims and methods used in the 
prosecution of rapists were 
discussed by State Rep. Geo- 
Karis. 

Also addressing the conferees 
was Edveta Wolf of Oak Brook, 
Ill, who spoke on the Equal 
Rights Amendment and lob- 
bying. She stated that women 
hold roughly four to seven per 
cent of all public offices in the 
United States, although women 
comprise 53 per cent of the 
voting population. 

Mrs. Wolf stressed the vital 
need for all women to exercise 
their right to vote and become 
better informed on political 
candidates and their 
backgrounds.

The first of 100 new Bi-State 
bus stop passenger shelters was 
installed Thursday near a 
retirement apartment complex 
at Olive Street and Leffingwell 
Avenue. 

Robert J. Baer, executive 
director of the Bi-State 
Development Agency, said, 
“The shelters will be placed at 
heavily used bus stop locations 
and transfer points throughout 
the City of St. Louis in St. Louis 
County and in Ilinois.”’ 

The agency plans to purchase 
an additional 470 passenger 
shelters by 1980 to be installed 
at a rate of 100 per year. 

The shelters are made of 
stainless steel with lexan side 
and back window panels, 
Lexan, a __ polycarbonate 
material, is highly resistant to 
impact and practically shatter- 


The shelters will be equipped 
with aluminum benches and 
transit information holders. 

“Specifications for the 
shelters emphasized _ at- 
tractiveness of appearance and 
required that they be as 
damage-resistant and main- 
tenance-free as _ possible. 
Primary emphasis, however, 
was placed on passenger safety 
and comfort. The window 
panels will provide maximum 
visibility inside the shelters for 
passenger security,” Baer 
added. 

Cost of the first 100 shelters 
was $126,556. 

‘They were purchased under a 
federally-funded $15,540,894 
transit improvement ” project 
which included recent purchase 
of 240 new buses, two-way 
radios and station equipment, 
shop and office equipment and 
utility vehicles. 

Of the $15,540,804, eighty per 
cent or $12,211,629 was provided 
by a federal grant through the 
U.S. Urban Mass Tran- 
sportation Administration. 

The local.matching share of 
$3,329,265 was provided by Bi- 
State Development Agency 
,capital funds from ap- 
propriations of the one-half cent 
transportation sales tax in the 
City of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County and a grant from the 
state of Illinois. 

The shelters were purchased 
from Daylite Window Systems, 
Brookfield, Wis., the low bidder.

‘THE USE OF 

EMINENT DOMAIN 
BY THE CITY OF 
GRANITE CITY, 

> ILLINOIS 

“WHEREAS, an integrated 
system of highways, streets, 
and alleys is essential to the 
general walfare and to the 
agricultural, industrial, 
recreational, and social 
development of the City of 
Granite City, Illinois, and in 
View of the continued growth of 
the City’s economy and in- 
creased use of public highways, 
streets, and alleys, the 
pFovision of safe and efficient 
public road transportation is a 
matter of public concern. It is 
the declared and continuous 
policy of the City Council to 
provide for the improvement, 
expansion, and preservation of 
the public road transportation 
system within the municipal 
corporation boundaries of the 
City of Granite City. It is further 
declared that the provision of 
sich a system with efficient 
management, operation, and 
control, and the elimination of 
éongestion, accident reduction, 

and safety is an urgent problem 
and proper objective of council 
action, It is further declared 
that the public road transporta- 
tion system development 
Fequires the cooperation of 
State, county, township, and 
municipal highway agencies 
And coordination of their ac- 
tivities on a continuous and 
partnership basis and the City 
Council intends such 
cooperative relationships to 
Accomplish this purpose. To 
accomplish these ends the City 
Council intends to provide for 
integrated and systematic 
planning and orderly develop- 
ment in accordance with actual 
needs. 

WHEREAS, to accomplish 
the above described intents and 
purposes it is necessary to 
ptovide for the exercise of the 
right of eminent domain by the

Where 
compensation is so made by the 
City of Granite City, any party 
upon application may have a 
trial by jury to ascertain the 
just compensation to be .paid. 
Such demand on the part of the 
City of Granite City shall be 
filed with the petition for con- 
demnation of the City of Granite 
City. A defendant desirous of a 
trial by jury must file a demand 
therefore on or before the 
return date of the summons 
served on him or fixed in the 
publication in case of defen- 
dants served by publication. In 
the event no party in the con- 
demnation suit demands a trial 
by jury as provided for by this 
section, then the trial shall be 
before the court sitting without 
a jury.

When the com- 
pensation to be paid for or in 
respect of the property sought 
to be appropriated or damaged 
for the purposes of constructing 
or maintaining any public roads 
and alleys within the municipal 
boundaries of the City of 
Granite City cannot be agreed 
upon by the parties interested, 
or in case the owner of the 
property is incapable of con- 
senting, or his name or 
residence is unknown, or he is a 
nonresident of the slate, the 
City of Granite City may apply 
to the Circuit Court of the Third 
Judicial Circuit, Madison 
County, Illinois, -by filing with 
the clerk a petition, setting 
forth, by reference, its or their 
authority in the premises, the 
purpose for which the property 
is sought to be taken or 
damaged, a description of the 
property, the names of all 
persons interested therein as 
owners or otherwise as ap- 
pearing of record, if known, or if 
not known stating that fact and 
praying the court to cause the 
compensation to be paid to the 
owner to be assessed. If it ap- 
pears y person not in 
being, upon coming into being, 
is, or may became or may claim 
to be, entitled /to any interest in 
the property ‘sought to be ap- 

propriated or damaged the 
court shall appoint some 
competent and disinterested 


person as guardian ad litem, to 
appear for the represent such 
interest in the proceeding and to 
defend the proceeding on behalf 
of the person not in being, and 
any judgment or decree ren- 
dered in the proceeding shall be 
as effectual for all purposes as 
though the person was in being 
and was a party to the 
proceeding. If the proceeding 
seeks to affect the property of 
persons under guardianship, 
the guardians or conservators 
of persons having conservators, 
shall be made parties defen- 
dant, and if of married women, 
their husbands shall also be 
made parties. Persons in- 
terested, whose names are 
unknown, may be made parties 
defendant by the same 
descriptions and in the same 
manner as provided in other 
civil cases. No property 
belonging to a railroad or other 
public utility subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Illinois 
Commerce Commission may be 
taken or damaged, pursuant to 
the provisions of. this 
Ordinance, without the prior 
approval of the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. 

2.1 MOTION FOR TAKING — 
CONTENTS. In any proceeding 
under the provisions of this 
Ordinance by the City of 
Granite City for the acquisition 
of land or interests therein for 
highway, street, and alley 
purposes, the City of Granite 
City, at’ any time after the 
petition has been filed and 
before judgment is entered in 
the proceeding, may file a 
written motion requesting that, 
immediately or at some 
specified later date, the City of 
Granite City either be vested 
with the fee simple title (or such 
lesser estate, interest or 
easement, as may be required) 
tothe real property, or specified 
portion thereof, which is the 
subject of the proceeding, and 
be authorized to take possession 
of and to use such property; or 
only be authorized to take 
possession of and to use such 
property, if such possession and 
use, withou} the vesting of title, 
are sufficient to permit the City 
of Granite City to proceed with 
the project until the final 
ascertainment of compensa- 
tion; however, no land or in- 
terests therein now or hereafter 
owned, leased, controlled or 
operated and used by, or 
necessary for the actual 
operation of, any common 
carrier engaged in interstate 
commerce, or any other public 
utility subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, shall be taken or 
appropriated hereunder by the 
City of Granite City without 

rst securing the approval of 
such Commission. Except as 
hereinafter stated, the motion 
for taking shall state: (a) an 
accurate description of the 
property to which the motion 
relates and the estate or in- 
terest sought to be acquired 
therein; (b) the formally 
adopted’ schedule or plan of 
operation for the execution of 
the City of Granite City’s 
project; (c) the situation of the 
property to which the motion 
relates, with respect to the 
schedule or plan; (d) the 
necessity for taking such 
property in the manner 


_Fequested in the motion; and 


(e), if the property to be taken 
shall be owned, leased, con- 
trolled or operated and used by, 
or necessary for the actual 
operation of, any interstate 
common carrier or other public 
utility subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, a statement to the 
effect that the approval of such 
proposed taking has been 
secured from such Commission, 
and attaching to such motion a 
certified copy of the order of 
such Commission granting such 
approval. If the schedule or 
plan of operation is not set forth 
fully in the motion, a copy of 
such schedule or plan shall be 
attached to the motion. 

2.2 HEARING PRE- 
LIMINARY FINDING OF 
COMPENSATION. (a) The 
court shall fix a date, not less 
than five (5) days after the 
filing of such motion, for the 
hearing thereon, and shall 
require due notice to be given to 
each party to the proceeding 
whose interests would be af- 
fected by the taking requested, 
except that any party who has 
been or is being served by 
publication and who has not 
entered his appearance in the 
proceeding need not be given 
notice unless the court so 
requires, in its discretion and in 
the interests of justice. (b) At 
the hearing, if the court has not 
previously, in the same 
proceeding, determined that the 
City of Granite City has 
authority to exercise the right of 
eminent domain, that the 
property sought to be taken is 
subject to the exercise of such 
right, and that such right is not 
being improperly exercised in 
the particular proceeding, then 
the court first shall hear and 
determine such matters. The 
court’s order thereon shall be a 
final order, and an appeal may 
be’ taken therefrom by either 
party within thirty (30) days 
after the entry of such order, 
but not thereafter unless the 
court, on good cause shown, 
shall extend the time for taking 
such appeal. However, no ap- 
peal shall stay the further 
proceedings herein prescribed 


unless the appeal is taken by the 
City of Granite City, or unless 
an order staying such further 
proceedings shall be entered 
either by trial court or by the 
court.to which such appeal is 
taken. (c) If the foregoing 
matters are determined in 
favor of the City of Granite City 
and further proceedings are not 
stayed, or if further 
proceedings are stayed and the 
appeal results in a deter- 
mination in favor of the City of 
Granite City, then the court 
shall hear the issues raised by 
the City of Granite City’s 
motion for taking. If the court 
finds that reasonable necessity 
exists for taking the property in 
the manner requested in the 
motion, the court then shall 
hear such evidence as it may 
consider necessary and proper 
for a preliminary finding of just 
compensation; and in its 
discretion, the court may ap- 
point three (3) competent and 
disinterested appraisers as 
agents of the court to evaluate 
the property to which the 
motion relates and to report 
their conclusions to the court; 
and their fees shall be paid by 
the City of Granite City. The 
court then shall make a 
preliminary finding of the 
amount constituting’ just 
compensation (d) Such 
preliminary finding of just 
compensation, and any deposit 
made or security provided 
pursuant thereto, shall not be 
evidence in the further 
proceedings to ascertain finally 
(he just compensation to be 
paid, and shall not be disclosed 
in any manner to a jury im- 
paneled in such proceedings; 
and if appraisers have been 
appointed as herein authorized, 
their report shall not be 
evidence in such further 
proceedings, but the appraisers 
may be called as witnesses by 
the parties to the proceedings. 

2.3 DEPOSIT IN COURT — 
ORDER OF TAKING 
POSSESSION — K. 

WRIT OF ASSISTAN 
JUNCTION OR 

PROCESS. (a) If the City of 
Granite City deposits with the 
county treasurer money in the 
amount preliminarily found by 
the court to be just com- 
pensation, the court shall enter 
an order of taking, vesting in 
the City of Granite City the fee 
simple title (or such lesser 
estate, interest or casement, as 
may be required) to the 
property, if such vesting has 
been requested, and has been 
found necessary by the court, at 
such date as the court considers 
proper, and fixing a date on 
which the City of Granite City is 
authorized to take possession of 
and to use the property. (b) If, 
at the request of any interested 
party and upon his showing of 
undue hardship or other good 
cause, the City of Granite City's 
authority to take possession of 
the property is postponed for 
more than 10 days after the date 
of such vesting of title, or more 
than 15 days after the entry of 
such order when the order does 
not vest title in the City of 
Granite City, then such party 
shall pay to the City of Granite 
City a reasonable rental for 
such property, the amount 
thereof to be determined by the 
court. A writ of assistance, 
injunction, or any other ap- 
propriate legal process or 
procedure shall be available to 
place the City of Granite City in 
possession of the property on 
and after the date fixed by the 
court for the taking of such 
possession, and to prevent any 
unauthorized interference with 
such possession and the City of 
Granite City's proper use of the 
property. 

The county treasurer shall 
refund to the City of Granite 
City the amount deposited 
which is in excess of the amount 
preliminarily found by the court 
to be just compensation. 

2.4 WITHDRAWALS BY 
PERSONS HAVING AN _IN- 
TEREST — HEARING. At any 
time after the City of Granite 
City has taken possession of the 
property pursuant to the order 
of taking, if an appeal has not 
been and will not be taken from 
the court's order described in 
paragraph (b) of Section 2.2 of 
this Ordinance, or if such an 
appeal has been taken and has 
been determined in favor of the 
City of Granite City, any party 
interested in the property may 
apply to the court for authority 
to withdraw for his own use his 
share (or any part thereof) of 
the amount preliminarily found 
by the court to be just com- 
pensation, and deposited by the 
City of Granite City in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of 
paragraph (a) of Section 2.3 of 
this Ordinance, as such share 
shall have been determined by 
the court. The court then shall 
fix a date for a hearing on such 
application, and shall require 
due notice of such application to 
be given to each party whose 
interests would be affected by 
such withdrawal. After the 
hearing, the court may 
authorize .the withdrawal 
requested, or such part thereof 
as shall be proper, but upon the 
condition that the party making 
such withdrawal shall refund to 
the clerk of the court, upon the 
entry of a proper court order, 
any portion of the amount 
finally ascertained in the 

ing to be just com- 
pensation (or damages, costs, 
expenses, or attorney fees) 


owing to such party. 

2.5 PERSONS CONTESTING 
THE TAKING NOT TO BE 
PREJUDICED. Neither the 
City of Granite City nor any 
party interested in the property, 
by taking any ection authorized 
by Sections 2.1 to 2.4, inclusive, 
of this Ordinance shall be 
prejudiced in any way in con- 
testing, in later stages of the 
proceeding, the amount to be 
finally ascertained to be just 
compensation. 

2.6 INTEREST PAYMENTS. 
The City of Granite City shall 
pay, in addition to the just 
compensation finally adjudged 
in the proceeding, interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum 
upon: (a) Any excess of the just 
compensation so finally ad- 
judged, over the amount 
preliminarily found by the court 
to be just compensation in 
accordance with Section 2.2 of 
this Ordinance, from the date on 
which the parties interested in 
the property surrendered 
possession of the property in 
accordance with the order of 
taking, to the date of payment of 
such excess by the City of 
Granite City. (b) Any portion of 
the amount preliminarily found 
by the court to be just com- 
pensation and deposited by the 
City of Granite City, to which 
any interested party is entitled, 
if such interested party applied 
for authority to withdraw such 
portion in accordance with 
Section 2.4 of this Ordinance, 
and upon objection by the City 
of Granite City (other than on 
grounds that an appeal under 
paragraph (b) of Section 2.2 of 
this Ordinance is pending or 
contemplated), such authority 
was denied; interest to be paid 
to such party from the date of 
the City of Granite City’s 
deposit to the date of payment 
to such party. 

When interest is allowable as 
provided in Subsection (a) of 
this Section, no further interest 
shall be allowed under the 
provisions of Section 3 of “An 
Act to revise the law in relation 
to the rate of interest and to 
repeal certain acts therein 
named,” approved May 24, 
1879, as amended, or any other 
law. 

2.7 REFUND OF EXCESS OF 
DEPOSIT. If the amount with- 
drawn from deposit by any 
interested party under the 
provision of Section 2.4 of this 
Ordinance exceeds the amount 
finally adjudged to be just 
compensation (or damages, 
costs, expenses, and attorney 
fees) due to such party, the 
court shall order such party to 
refund such excess to the clerk 
of the court, and if refund is not 
made within a reasonable time 
fixed by the court, shall enter 
judgment for such excess in 
favor of the City of Granite City 
and against such party. 

2.8 PROCEEDINGS 
DISMISSAL ABANDON- 
MENT. After the City of 
Granite City has taken 
possession of the property 
pursuant to the order of taking 
the City of Granite City shall 
have no right to dismiss the 
petition, or to abandon the 
proceeding, as to all or any part 
of the property so taken, except 
upon the consent of all parties to 
the proceeding whose interests 
would be affected by such 
dismissal or abandonment. 

2.9 PAYMENT OF COSTS IF 
ACTION GOES AGAINST 
PETITIONER. If, on an appeal 
taken under the ‘provisions of 
Section 2.2 of this Ordinance the 
City of Granite City shall be 
determined not to have the 
authority to maintain the 
proceeding as to any property, 
which is the subject thereof, or 
if, with the consent of all parties 
to the proceeding whose in- 
terests shall be affected, the 
City of Granite City dismisses 
the petition or abandons the 
proceedings as to any such 
property, the trial court then 
shall enter an order revesting 
the title to such property in the 
parties entitled thereto, if the 
order of taking vested title in 
the City of Granite City; 
requiring the City of Granite 
City to deliver possession of 
such property to the parties 
entitled to the possession 
thereof; and making such 
provision as shall be just, for 
the payment of damages arising 
out of the City of Granite City’s 
taking and use of such property, 
and also for costs, expenses, 
and attorney fees as provided in 
Section 9 of this Ordinance; and 
the court may order the clerk of 
the court to pay such sums to 
the parties entitled thereto, out 
of the money deposited by the 
City of Granite City in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of 
Section 2.3 (a) of this 
Ordinance. 


2.10 CONSTRUCTION OF 
ACT. The right to take 
possession and title prior to the 
final judgment as prescribed in 
Sections 2.1 to 2.9 of this 
Ordinance shall be in addition to 
any other right, power, or 
authority otherwise conf< 
by law, and shall not be con- 
strued as abrogating, limiting 
or modifying any such other 
right, power, or authority. 

SECTION 3. CONSTRUC- 
TION EASEMENT. In any case 
where a taking is for a con- 
struction easement only, any 
structure which has been 
removed or taken shall be 
repaired, reestablished or 
relocated at the option of the 
landowner when the cost of the 


action does not exceed the just 
compensation _ otherwise 
payalbe to the landowner. 

SECTION 4. SERVICE 
NOTICE. Service of summons 
and publication of notice shall 
be made as in other civil cases. 

SECTION 5. HEARING. 
Except as provided in Sections 
2.2, 2.3, 2.4 and 2.9 of this 
Ordinance no cause shall be 
heard earlier than twenty days 
after service upon defendant or 
upon due publication against 
non-residents. 

Any number of separate 
parcels of property may be 
included in one petition, and the 
compensation for each shall be 
assessed separately by the 
same or different juries, as the 
court or judge may direct. 

Amendments to the petition, 
or to any paper or record in the 
cause, may be permitted 
whenever necessary to a fair 
trial and final determination of 
the questions involved. 

Should it become necessary at 
any stage of the proceedings to 
bring a new party before the 
court or judge, the court or 
judge shail have the power to 
make such rule or order in 
relation thereto as may be 
deemed reasonable and proper; 
and shall also have power to 
make all necessary rules and 
orders for notice to parties of 
the pendecy of the proceedings, 
and to issue all process 
necessary to the execution of 
orders and judgments as may 
be entered. 

SECTION 6. IMPANELING 
JURY. The City of Granite City 
and every party interested in 
the ascertaining of com- 
pensation, shall have the same 
right of challenge of jurors as in 
other ciyil cases in the circuit 
courts. 

SECTION 7. OATH OF JURY. 
When the jury shall have been 
so selected, the court shall 
cause the following oath to be 
administered to said jury: 

Your and each of you do 
solemnly swear that you will 
well and truly ascertain and 
report just compensation to the 
owner (and each owner) of the 
property which it is sought to 
take or damage in this case, and 
to each person therein in- 
terested, according to the facts 
in the case, as the same may be 
made to appear by the 
evidence, and that you will truly 
report such compensation so 
ascertained: so help you God. 

SECTION 8. VIEW OF 
PREMISES — VERDICT. Said 
jury shall, at the request of 
either party, go upon the land 
sought to be taken or damaged, 
in persons, and examine the 
same, and after hearing the 
proof offered make their report 
in writing, and the same shall 
be subject to amendment by the 
jury, under the direction of the 
court or the judge, as the case 
may be, soas to clearly set forth 
and show the compensation 
ascertained to each person 
thereto entitled, and the said 
verdict shall thereupon be 
recorded: Provided, that no 
benefits or advantages which 
mat accrue to lands or property 
affected shall be set off against 
or deducted from such com- 
pensation, in any case. 

8.1 ADMISSIBILITY OF 
EVIDENCE. Evidence is ad- 
missible as to (1) any benefit 
to the landowner that will result 
from the public highway, street, 
or alley improvement for which 
the eminent domain 
proceedings were instituted; 
(2) any unsafe, unsanitary, 
substandard or other illegal 
condition, use or occupancy of 
the property; (3) the effect of 
such condition on income from 
the property; and (4) the 
reasonable cost of causing the 
property to be placed in a legal 
condition, use or occupancy. 
Such evidence is admisible 
notwithstanding the absence of 
any official action taken to 
require the correction or 
abatement of any such illegal 
condition, use or occupancy. 

8.2 SPECIAL BENEFITS. In 
assessing damages or com- 
pensation for any taking or 
property acquisition under this 
Ordinance, due consideration 
shall be given to any special 
benefit that will result to the 
property owner from any public 
highway, street, or alley im- 
provement to be done on such 
property. This Section shall be 
applicable to all private 
property taken or acquired for 
such public use, and shall apply 
whether damages or com- 
pensation are fixed by 
negotiation, by a court, or by a 


jury. 

8.3 FAIR CASH MARKET 
VALUE — APPRECIATION IN 
VALUE CAUSED BY PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENT. Except as to 
property designated as 
possessing a special use, the 
fair cash market value of 
property in a proceeding 
ineminent domain shall be the 
amount of money which a 
purchaser, willing but not 
obligated to buy the property, 
would pay to an owner willing 
but not obliged to sell in a 
voluntary sale, which such 
amount of money shall be 
determined and ascertained as 
of the date of filing the petition 
to condemn. Provided, that in 
the condemnation of property 
for public highway, street, or 
alley improvement there shall 
be excluded from such amount 
of money any appreciation in 
value proximately .caused by 
such improvement, and any 


depreciation in value 
proximately caused by such 
improvement. Provided fur- 
ther, that such ‘appreciation or 
depreciation shall not be ex- 
cluded where property is 
condemned for a separate 
Project conceived in- 
dependently of and subsequent 
to the original project. . 

SECTION 9. JUDGMENTS — 
JURISDICTION TO DETER- 
MINE RIGHTS OF PARTIES 
TO COMPENSATION 
DISMISSAL OF PETITION 
BEFORE ENTRY OF 
JUDGMENT. (a) If the City of 
Granite City is not in possession 
pursuant to an order entered 
under the provisions of Section 
2.3 of this Ordinance the judge 
or court, upon such report, or 
upon the court's ascertainment 
and finding of the just com- 
pensation where there was no 
jury, shall proceed to adjudge 
and make such order as to right 
and justice shall pertain, or- 
dering that the City of Granite 
City enter upon such property 
and the use of the same upon 
payment of full compensation 
as ascertained as aforesaid, 
within a reasonable time to be 
fixed by the court, and such 
order, with evidence of such 
payment, shall constitute 
complete justification of taking 
of such property. Thereupon, 
the court in the same eminent 
domain proceeding in which 
such orders have been made, 
shall have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion to hear and determine all 
rights in and to such just 
compensation and shall make 
findings as to the rights of the 
parties therein, which shall be 
paid by the county treasurer out 
of the respective awards 
deposited with him as 
provided in Section 13 of this 
ordinance, except where the 
parties claimant are engaged in 
litigation in a court having 
acquired ' jurisdiction of the 
parties with respect to their 
rights in the property con- 
demned prior to the time of the 
filing of the petition to condemn. 
Appeals may be taken from any 
findings by the court as to the 
rights of the parties in and to 
such compensation paid to the 
county treasurer as in other 
civil cases. If in such case the 
City of Granite City shall 
dismiss said petition before the 
entry of the order by the court 
first mentioned in this 
paragraph.(a) or shall fail to 
make payment of full com- 
pensation within the time 
named in such order, or if the 
final judgment is that the City of 
Granite City cannot acquire the 
property by condemnation, 
such court or judge shall, upon 
application of the defendants to 
said petition or either of them, 
make such order in such cause 
for the payment by the City of 
Granite City of all costs, ex- 
penses and reasonable attorney 
fees of such defendants in 
defense of said petition, as upon 
the hearing of such application 
shall be right and just, and also 
for the payment of the taxable 
costs. (b) In case the City of 
Granite City is in possession 
pursuant to an order entered 
under the provisions of Section 
2.3 of this Ordinance and if 
Section 2.9 of this Ordinance is 
inapplicable, then the court, 
upon the jury’s report, or upon 
the court's determination of just 
compensation if there was no 
jury, shall proceed to enter an 
order setting forth the amount 
of just compensation so finally 
ascertained and ordering and 
directing the payment of any 
amount thereof that may 
remain due to any of the in- 
terested parties, directing the 
return of any excess in the 
deposit remaining with the 
clerk of the court, and directing 
the refund of any excess amount 
withdrawn from the deposit by 
any of the interested parties, as 
the case may be. 

SECTION 10. CROSS 
PETITION. Any person not 
made a party may become such 
by filing his cross petition, 
setting forth that he is the owner 
or has an interest in property, 
and which will be taken or 
damaged by the proposed work; 
and the rights of such last 
named petitioner __ shall 
thereupon be fully considered 
and determined. 

SECTION 11 APPEAL. In all 
cases, appeals may be taken as 
in other civil cases, except that 
the time allowed for perfecting 
an appeal from an order en- 
tered under the provisions of 
Section 2.2 of This Ordinance 
shall be as therein prescribed. 

SECTION 12. BOND—USE 
OF PREMISES. In cases in 
which compensation shall be 
ascertained as aforesaid, if the 
party in whose favor the same is 
ascertained shall appeal such 
proceeding, the City of Granite 
City shall, notwithstanding, 
have the right to enter upon the 
use of the property upon en- 
tering into bond, with sufficient 
surety, payable to the party 
interested in such com- 
pensation, conditioned for the 
payment of such compensation 
as may be finally adjudged in 
the case, and in case of a) 
by the City of Granite City, the 
City of Granite City shall enter 
into like bond with approved 
surety. Said bonds shall. be 
approved by the judge before™ 
whom such proceeding shall be 
had, and executed and filed 
within such time as shall be 
fixed by said judge. 


SECTION 13. PAYMENT TO 
COUNTY TREASURER FOR 
DISBURSEMENT TO PAR- 
TIES. Payment of the final 
compensation. adjudged, in- 
cluding any balance remaining 
due because of the insufficiency 
of any deposit made under 
Section 2.3 of this Ordinance to 
satisfy in full the amount finally 
adjudged to be just compensa- 
tion, may be made in all cases 
to the county treasurer, who 
shall receive and disburse the 
same subject to order of court 
as provided in paragraph (a) of 
Section 9 of this Ordinance or 
payment may be made to the 
party entitled, his, her or their 
conservator or guardian. 
13.1 DISTRIBUTION OF 
COMPENSATION CON- 
TRACT FOR DEED. The 
amount of just compensation 
shall be distributed among all 
persons having an interest in 
the property according to the 
fair value of their legal or 
equitable interests. If there is a 
contract for deed to the 
property, the contract shall be 
abrogated and the amount of 
just compensation distributed 
by allowing to the purchaser on 
the contract for deed (a) an 
amount equal to the down 
payment on the contract, (b) an 
amount equal to the monthly 
payments made on the contract, 
less interest and an amount 
equal to the fair rental value of 
the property for the period the 
purchaser had enjoyed the use. 
of the property under the 
contract, and (c) and amount 
equal to amounts expended on 
improvements to the extent the 
expenditures increased the fair 
market value of the property, 
and by allowing to the seller on 
the contract for deed the 
amount of just compensation 
after allowing for amounts 
distributed under (a), (b) and 
(c) of this Section. However, the 
contract purchaser may pay to 
the contract seller, the amount 
to be paid on such contract, and 
shall then be entitled to the 
amount of just compensation 
paid by the City of Granite City 
either through negotiation or 
awarded in judicial proceed- 
ings. 
SECTION 14. JUDGMENT 
ENTERED. The court or judge 
shall cause the verdict of the 
jury and the judgment of the 
court to be entered upon the 
records of said court. 
SECTION 15. ADOPTION — 
EXISTING ACTIONS. Nothing 
in this Ordinance shall be 
construed to affect any suit or 
proceeding now pending in any 
court, or any rights acquired, or 
liability incurred, nor any cause 
or causes of action accrued or 
existing, under any act or or- 
dinances repealed hereby. Nor 
sball any right or remedy or any 
character be lost, impaired or 
affected by this Ordinance. 
15.1 EFFECTIVE DATE. 
This Ordinance shall take effect 
and be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage, 
approval and due publication.

SECTION 1: That Section 2 of 
Ordinance No. 893 be, and the 
same is hereby amended to 
read, as follows: 

(a) That only full-time city 
“employees shall be entitled to 
vacation periods, based on their 
number of completed years of 
work and at their regular rate of 
pay, as follows: 

(1) After one complete year 
of work each employee is 
entitled to one week of 
vacation time; 

(2) After two complete 
years of work each employee 
is entitled to two weeks of 
vacation time; 

(3) After tive complete 
years of work each employee 
is entitled to three weeks of 
vacation time; and 

(4) After twelve complete 
years of work each employee 
is entitled to four weeks of 
vacation time. 

(b) A completed year of work 
is the year from the 
date of employment or the next 
anniversary date of em- 
ployment and ending on and 
including. the day. prior to the 
next anniversary date of em- 


ployment; 

(c) Vacation periods’ cannot 
be accumulated ‘from one year 
to the next but mut be taken 
within one year: of the an- 
niversary date thatiedch em- 
ployee becomes eligible for his 
week(s) of vacation: any 
employee failing to take an 
entitled vacation period within 
the prescribed time shall forfeit 
all rights to said vacation period 
at the end of the one year period 
from the date (s)he originally

(d) Noemployee shall receive

(e) Any full-time employee of 
the City of Madison, Illinois, 
whose employment is ter- 
minated or who is laid off, takes

Gas from the garbage and 
refuse at the Madison-owned 
landfill near the Chain of Rocks 
bridge may prove financially 
beneficial to the city of 
Madison, according to Mayor 
Mike Sasyk. 

Frederick C. Rice marketing 
manager for Reserve Synthetic 
Puels, Inc., of Newport Beach, 
Calif.; Edward Juneau, vice 
president of Sheppard Morgan 
and Schwaab, a local 
engineering firm, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Broughton, 
owners of a small portion of the 
40-acre landfill met Thursday. 

According to Rice, the 
preliminary studies indicate 
that building a processing plant 
appears economically wor- 
thwhile and was at the landfill 
‘to look for a possible plant site. 

In usual landfill practices, the 
gas which is produced’ by 
decomposition of waste 
materials is dispersed into the 
atmosphere through the fill’s 
surface. 

If the testing proves out, the 
Reserve Fuels company will 
build a plant to recover those 
gases and upgrade them to 
pipeline quality by removing 
contaminants. 

The’ project, according to 
Rice, would not have been 
feasible a few years ago, but 
today’s fuel shortage has made

$63,000 impact funds 
to Quad-City schools 


Area ‘school districts will 
shortly be receiving over 
$425,000 in federal aid, U.S. Rep. 
Melvin Price (Dem., 23rd Il.) 
said Friday. 

Cong. Price explained that 
the funding is commonly known 
as “impact aid” and comes 
through Public Law 874 Title I 
funding to provide financial 
assistance to schools in 
federally affected areas. 

Price said payment will be 
made to schools in both Madison 
and St. Clair Counties, with the 
largest amounts being received 
by school districts nearest local 
federal installations such as 
Scott Air Force Base and the 
Granite City Army installation. 

“Schools in the area closest to 
these installations are those 
hardest hit by the influx of 
students from families of 


federal employes, and are 
usually unable to continue to 
provide a quality education 
without help from the federal 
government,” Cong. Price said. 
“In this payment period, 
$318,000 will be received by 
affected districts in St. Clair 
County, while Madison County 
will be given over $107,000."" 
The estimated payments are 
based on 1975 funding, Price 
said, and any adjustments will 
be reflected in final payments to 
be made later in the year. 
Individual breakdowns by 
school district in Madison 
County follow: Collinsville, 
$28,334; Highland, $7,548; 
Granite City Community 
District 9, $57,887; Madison 
Community District 12, $3,013; 
Triad, $8,169; and Venice 
Community District 3, $2,695. 


State still spending 
more than it collects 


February marked the sixth 
consecutive month the state has 
experienced cash shortages, 
Comptroller George W. Lind- 
berg said Thursday in his 
monthly review of the state’s 
financial health. 

“The cash shortages,” he 
said, ‘“‘stem from the state 
spending more than it takes in. I 
have repeatedly warned that 
the state must reverse this 
practice and I continue that 
warning.” 

Across the first two-thirds of 


fiscal 1975-76, which began last 
July 1, state spending exceeded 
income by $244 million, Lind- 
berg said. The situation has 
dried up the cash balance in 
general funds - categories to 
levels below those preceding 
enactment of the state income 
tax in 1969. 

“The state now is from $25 
million to $30 million behind in 
paying its Medicaid providers 
alone,” Lindberg said, ‘though 
the overall bill backlog is more 
than that.”

thirst of the Midwest. 

He was a leading figure in 
the highly publicized Beer 
Wars which left at least 300 
dead in the streets of Chicago 
or nearby suburbs between 
1925 and 1930. 

To many, Capone was living 
proof that i: crime was. 
one place in a depression era 
which permitted new im- 
migrants to ‘‘succeed.”” 

To most, he was the very 
image of a gangland leader; a 
fat man weighing more than 250 
pounds, five feet 10 inches tall, 
blunt features and a constant 
cigar. 

A tourist attraction himself, 
he toured the city of Chicago 
riding in his custom-built 
$30,000 Cadillac, preceded and 
followed by carloads of 
bodyguards. 

‘There was an obvious con- 
nection between the Capone 
organization and city govern- 
ment, as thousands of methods 
were invented to prevent the 
effective control of organized 
criminals. 

Following the so-called 
“pineapple primary” election 
in the spring of 1928 
(“Pineapple”’ was the term 
given to the adaptation of the 
hand grenade ysed against rival 
political organizations.), the 
situation became so bad that 
Frank J. Loesch, a respected 
spokesman for the city’s reform 
element, went to Capone and 
pleaded with him to keep “your 
cut-throats and hoodlums from 
interfering with the polling 
booths” on election day. 

Flattered by the request, 
Capone agreed and the election 
was the quietest in a decade. 


Business rivals were less 
fortunate. 

“Bugs” Moran lost seven of 
his men to .Capone’s killers 
dressed in police uniforms, who 
murdered: them as they stood 
defenseless in the SMC Cartage 
Co. garage on St. Valentine’; 
Day, 1929. se 

Leaving a conference of top, 
bootleggers in May 192%¢ 
Capone was arrested for, 
carrying a concealed weapor, 
and sentenced to a year in jail,: 

In June 1931, he was indicted, 
for income tax fraud and far: 
conspiring to violate the federal, 
prohibition laws. ‘

But when the appeal failed, hes 
was sent to the Federal, 
Penitentiary in Atlanta, Gay, 
and later to the newly opened:

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Crime cannot be curbed if non-action against identified 
wrongdoers is casually accepted by public and officials 


Some Arab settlements are said to curb 
crime through swift retaliation. A thief, 
for example, is punished by cutting off 
the hand that took property not 
belonging to him. 

This is obviously too barbaric to be 
acceptable here, but one wonders 
whether the crime-and-punishment 
pendulum has swung too far in the 
opposite direction. Punishment is neither 
swift nor sure; the concept of an 
individual actually having to suffer in 
some way for his misdeeds seems to have 
become the exception rather than the 
rule. 

‘A study of the past year in the life of a 
26-year-old Granite Cityan was presented 
in the last issue. 

By the time that he had been sentenced 
to a year’s non-reporting probation for a 
burglary, a second break-in is alleged to 
have occurred. After charges had been 
filed in a total of four burglaries, it still 
proved possible for him to obtain release 
without bond. . 

His move to another state potentially 
could have hampered prosecution, but 
nobody in a position to crack down on 
him wanted to prosecute, anyway. By the 
end of the 365-day span, seven crimes had 
been alleged and no one had moved to 


seek revocation of the probation. 

Communications failures are blamed, 
but the absence of cross-checking may 
reflect much more than clerical miscues. 
It implies a general attitude that nothing 
very serious was being dealt with—an 
assumption that it is conceivable and 
even appropriate to do nothing at -all in 
response to provable or admitted law 
violations. 

At least.in the case history cited, the 
caliber of criminal investigative efforts 
was more than adequate. But the public 
was left just as vulnerable to repeat 
offenses as if the police had never lifted a 
finger to solve the cases. This creates a 
frustrating paradox — good police work, 
but not much benefit from it. 

Crime is unlikely to ever be fully 
stamped out. Nevertheless, the degree of 
public danger or public safety is of 
considerable importance. 

Quad-Cityans are not ready for an 
Arabian solution but they might sleep 
better at night if a less casual approach 
could be taken. Criminals ought to in 
some fashion be deterred from 
victimizing innocent citizens, or should 
lose their freedom. In too many 
instances, they are being neither 
restrained nor dissuaded. 


Assembly needs to ease malpractice problem this spring 


Commentary by Illinois State Medical 
Society — A recent 267 per cent hike in 
malpractice insurance premiums for 
almost 8,000 Illinois physicians under- 
scores the seriousness of the malpractice 
litigation problem in Illinois. 

Unless pressure is brought upon the 
General Assembly’s Rules Committee by 
the public and the news media, 
consideration of proposals to alleviate 
the problem will be delayed until next 
year. Legislation pertaining to the 
malpractice issue requires Rules 
Committee approval because the current 
session is restricted primarily to financial 
matters. . 

Legislation relief from the malpractice 
litigation problem cannot wait. If 
remedial legislation is not enacted 
immediately, the current situation can 
only deteriorate, resulting in: 

1. Further increases in the cost of 


health care brought about by 
increased liability insurance premiums 
which must be passed on to patients, and 
by widespread use of “defensive 
medicine” by health care providers. 

2. The potential loss of hundreds of 
young physicians who will complete their 
residency training in June and move to 
another state with a more favorable 
“malpractice” climate. 

3. Premature retirement of physicians 
who are having trouble obtaining 
professional liability insurance at 
reasonable rates. This could be especially 
serious Downstate and in inner-city areas 
where there already is a shortage of 
physicians. 

4. Physicians abandoning high-risk 
specialties in favor of other areas of 
medicine because of the high insurance 
premiums or inability to obtain 
insurance. 


Carter not yet fully accepted; opponents being thinned out 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — 
Jimmy Carter was materially 
strengthened by winning nearly half of 
the votes in a major northern industrial 
state, Illinois, March 16. 

There is no doubt that he still is in a 
close Presidential “horse race,” 
principally because he makes the 
majority in his party and its leaders 
uneasy. 

Winning five of the first six primaries, 
including North Carolina March 23, the 
former Georgia governor has exhibited 
that he is an astute, resourceful and 
resilient politician with excellent 
instincts. 

Apparently many Democrats are 
troubled by the fact that he is not from an 
industrial-urban area, in which their 
coalitions begin; by the thinness of his 
record; and by his lack of specificity on 


many issues. They fear to send an 
unknown to the White House, and Mr. 
Carter still is largely unknown. 

It is remarkable, for example, that Sen. 
Frank Church has joined the ranks of 
Democratic candidates despite the Carter 
progress. The dynamics of the electoral 
process this spring also have added Sen. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, Sen. John 
Glenn of Ohio, Cong. Peter Rodino of 
New Jersey and Gov. Jerry Brown of 
California to the rolls of favorite son 
Prower brokers gt the Democratic 
national convention. 

But the satisfying thing about the string 
of primary elections so far is that they are 
working.

Eight more of the original 44 
experienced difficulties and lost 
public and commercial 
facilities; population ebbed and 
post offices were suspended. 
But they had enough’ left to 
continue functioning despite the 
loss of momentum. 

The remaining 14 towns ran 
into real trouble. They 
proceeded to drop by the 
wayside and are no longer 
shown on current maps. Instead 
they are only ghostly shells of 
their past.

BY THE END of 1975, at least 
one book of the Bible had been 
published in 1,577 languages 
and dialects since the invention 
of printing. 

The American Bible Society’s 
annual official Scripture 
language count shows that 29 
languages never appearing on 
the list before were added in 
1975, 

‘The publication of the Gospel 
of John in Afaraf, a language of 
Ethiopia; of Luke in Kupsapiny, 
spoken in Uganda; and of Acts 
in Western Kutchin, a language 
of Alaska, brings these 
languages to the list for the first 
time. 

North-Central Fore, a 
language spoken in Papua, New 
Guinea, is introduced to the list 
with publication of a complete 
New Testament. 

The other 25 new entries 
represent publication of in- 
dividual Biblical books in 
languages ranging from 
Abulas, spoken in northern 
Papua, New Guinea, to 
Vaagriboli, a language of India. 

Translations of the complete 
Bible are reported published for 
the first time in four languages: 
Byelorussian spoken in the 
Soviet Union (1973) ; 
Indonesian, the Official 
language of Indonesia; 
Kikaonde, spoken in Zambia 
and Zaire; and Oluluyia, spoken 
in Kenya. 

Other Bible Society “firsts” 
were the New Testament in 
Jorai, a language of Vietnam, 
and in Yao, a dialect spoken in 
Thailand, South China, Lacs 
and Vietnam. The report also 
lists many new publications in 
languages previously counted. 

The total of 1,577 languages 
includes publication of the 
complete Bible in 261 
languages, the New Testament 
in 384 more, and one or miore 
individual books in an ad- 
ditional 932. 

Common-language or 
“popular” versions in several 
languages—Arabic, Chinese, 
Haitian Creole, Miskito in 
Mexico, Tamil in India, and two 
more languages of the 
Philippines, Hiligaynon and 
Pangasina icate the 
widespread interest in updated 
translations. 

“Good News for Modern 
Madern Man,” the New 
Testament in today’s English, 
has passed a circulation of 
50,000,000 since its first 
publication in 1966.

A report on the floating city’s 
design, construction, and 
operations will be made during 
the OTC session, entitled 
“‘Breakwaters and Floating 
Cities,” by Mamoru Hoshino of 
Mitsubishi Heavy Industries in 
Hiroshima. 

Aquapolis is a _  semi- 
submerged marine structure 
with a land-independent living 
environment including power 

* generators, distilling equip- 
ment, sewage treatment 
equipment and refuse in- 
cinerator. 

The city was designed to be 
functional and also visually 
pleasing. General erection of 
Aquapolis was conducted at the 
Hiroshima Shipyard and 
Engine Works and it then was 
towed to the Okinawa exhibition 
— a six-day, 650-mile trip. 

All data gathered during and 
after construction and in- 
stallation of the city will be 
discussed during the session, 
including human sensitivity to 
motion, sea trails, oscillation 
characteristics of the city in 
stormy weather, and wind 
tunnel tests. 

The Offshore Technology 
Conference is an international 
technical meeting and 
exhibition devoted to 
development of the world’s 
offshore resources.

To the Editor: 


An Illinois House Sub- 


-committee has recommended 


that the state require that 
health and disability insurance 
policies sold in Illinois include 
alcoholism as a covered illness. 

1 do not believe that alcoholics 
will expect that non-alcoholics 
be included in such policies, if 
enacted into law, because of the 
added cost of such coverage. 

In other words, it seems only 
reasonable that this self- 
inflicted illness should be borne 
only by those who are so self- 
afflicted. 

I would like to urge these 
lawmakers and those in other 
states, including those in the 
nation’s capitol, to pay more 
attention to the diseases that 
are not self-inflicted, such as 
the most painful and crippling 
disease, arthritis. 

A great number of these 
arthritic victims are older 
people, most of whom are on 
Social Security and covered by 
Medicare. 


When ex-President Richard 
Nixon took over at the White 
House, people assigned to ad- 
minister this insurance began to 
cut it in many ways. That has 
caused much unnecessary 
suffering on the part of these 
older people. 

A case in point: 

‘A person entered a highly- 
reputable osteopathic hospital 
in Illinois in April 1970 for 
treatment of rheumatoid ar- 
thritis. Medicare paid the in- 
hospital costs without question 
at that time. 

‘This same person entered the 
same hospital in October that 
same year for the same 
treatment and was denied by 
Medicare the in-hospital cost. 

After four years of hearings 
and waiting, Medicare finally 
acknowledged and paid this in- 
hospital claim for October 1970. 

This person has recently been 
informed that in-hospital 
coverage will not be allowed in 
an osteopathic hospital, This 
means nothing less that the fact 
that the previous Nixon ‘‘cit- 


the-old-people-out”’ plan still 
exists. 

Is it not. about time our 
lawmakers turned their at- 
tention to those people who 
suffer the untold pain and 
crippling disease of arthritis? 
These people should have ac- 
cess through Medicare to enter 
any reputable osteopathic 
hospital anywhere in the U.S.A. 

‘One such reputable hospital 
has operated in Minois for 43 
years, with almost unbelievably 
excellent results for thousands 
of people from all over the 
world. :

T'd like to share with you a 
paperback book I’ve happened 
upon. It's called ‘The 
Incredible Bread Machine,” 
and it’s an antidote to the steady 
diet of socialist mythology we 
are fed day-in and day-out. 

Why read it? For a fresh 
viewpoint. 

Freedom is the truly radical 
idea today, as you quickly come 
to realize through being startled 
and jarred out of your con- 
ventional train of thought from 
one page to another. Enter- 
tained, too — it definitely isn’t a 
stuffy tome on economics. 

Of its six authors — three men 
and three women — the eldest 
was 26 when it was written. 

Demolish myths? Here are a 
few examples: 

— The sins of the “‘robber 
barons” in the 19th Century 
were not the prodygt of “un- 
bridled”’ capitalism,,but rather 
of government intervention on 
behalf of some corrupt 
businessmen. The Great 
Depression, too, resulted from 
misguided government in- 
terference with the economy. 
“Reformers” like to 
pretend that socialism is a 
natural stage of evolution 
beyond capitalism, just as 
capitalism evolved from 
feudalism. But feudalism 
followed the socialism of the 


both sides in the Civil War. 

On June 27, 1950, the Korean 
War began and lasted officially 
until Jan. 31, 1955. During this 
time, 6,807,000 persons served 
the nation. There were 55,000 
deaths in service. 

Feb. 1, 1955, saw the begin- 
ning of the post-Korean Conflict 
era, during which time 
America’s involvement 
Vietnam took place.

Antitrust laws are not 
needed to prevent undesirable 
monopolies. Competition and 
innovation will take care of 
that, provided only that 
government prohibits the use of 
force and fraud. 

The thesis of the book can be 
summed up in two excerpted 
paragraphs: 

“The case for economic 
freedom rests primarily on the 
consistency of the free market 
with man’s essential nature, on 
the basic morality of its system 
of rewards and punishments, on 
the protection it gives to the 
integrity of the individual. 

“Total economic freedom 
would exist if the government’s. 
only function were to prevent 
the initiation of force or fraud 
against. its people by an in- 
dividual, group or govern- 
ment.”” 

What about compassion, 
welfare, etc.? The authors are 
all for it — on a private, 
yoluntary basis — and they 
present some evidence that that 
might be sufficient to take care 
of genuine need. 

But they have only contempt 
for the kind of person who wants 
to do good with someone else’s 
money: 

“There is virtually no dif- 
ference in principle between 
forced collection of money to 
support welfare programs and 
involuntary servitude. In either 
case, the individual is com- 
pelled by force to serve others. 


“The humanitarian seeks 
medical care for all — by force. 
He would encourage - 
brotherhood — by force, He., 
would make men’ good — by 
force.” 

They point out that property , 
is the fundamental right — 
beginning with the ownership of , 
one’s own life. With it, all other 
rights are secure; without it, 
everything is at the pleasure of 
the state. 

Is capitalism the answer to all 
problems? No. “Capitalism will 
not provide human beings with 
happiness, if they do not know 
what will make them happy. 

“Tt will not guarantee justice, 
if they do not know why justice 
is necessary; it will not protect 
them from the throes of 
materialism, if they wish to 
place products before people. 

“These things fall within the © 
scope of individual prerogative. 
What capitalism will do is 
provide human beings with the 
material means of survival —_ 
and the freedom to improve! 
their lives in accordance with 
their own wishes.’” 

I don’t agree completely with’ 
everything in this book — and, - 
chances are, neither will you. 
But it’s a healthy, mind-’ 
stretching experience to read it.

Nelson Hagnauer, Granite 
City township si and 
chairman of the Madison 
County Board, appears certain 
of re-election tonight as 
chairman ‘of the Madison 
County Democratic Central 
Committee when the committee 
meets in Edwardsville to 


reorganize.

illinois Bell asks higher 
rates for special services 


Inaneffort to recover costs of 
telephone service, Illinois Bell 
Friday asked the [Illinois 
Commerce Commission for 
permission to restructure rates 
for special service lines 
provided to business customers 
within Ilinois. 

“This would be the first in- 
crease in intrastate special 
service line rates since 1972,” 
said the company commercial 
manager, Ken Evers of Granite 
City. 

The special service line 
changes would result in higher 
monthly and non-recurring 
changes for services such as 
alarm circuits, private voice 
and data communications 
circuits, teletypewriter circuits, 
answering service facilities and 
telpak ‘‘bulk rate’’ circuit 
packages. 

In addition, some rates 
associated with special service 
facilities would be lowered and 
some new rate elements would 
be introduced. 


“After studying the special 
service lines for two years, 
we’ve concluded they just 
aren't carrying their fair share 
of the costs,"” Evers said. 

All the changes requested 
would total an estimated $15.5 
million a year in increases and 
would affect about 100,000 
business customers. 

The study revealed, for 
example, that Illinois Bell was 
Josing about $6 million a year on 
installation and rearrangement 
work done on special service 
circuits. ‘Our proposal would 
recover those+ costs by in- 
creasing one-time charges to 
the customers for whom the 
work is being done,” Evers 
noted,

Suit by Scott on 
railroad reflectors 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott filed suit 
Thursday in Cook, Peoria and 
St. Clair Counties against 14 
railroads for ignoring a safety 
order of the Illinois Commerce 
Commission. 

The railroads are: Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company; 
Chicago and Illinois Western 
Railroad; Chicago and North 
Western Transportation Co.; 
Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific Railroad. 

Davenport, Rock Island and 
North Western Railway Co.; 
Penn Central Transportation 
Co., debtor; Peoria and Eastern 
Railway Co.; Illinois Central 
Gulf Railroad; Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois Railroad. 

Illinois Terminal Railroad; 
Missouri Pacific Railroad Co.; 
Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad; Missouri Illinois 
Railroad Co., and Peoria and 
Pekin Union Railway Co. 

The commission had ordered 
that crossbucks at every grade 
crossing in the state be 
equipped with reflectorized 
material. Crossbucks are the 
signs which warn motorists of 
the danger of a railroad 
crossing they are approaching. 

Attorney General Scott said 
the railroads had been given 
more than two years to comply 
with the order but failed to do 
So. 

Acting on behalf of the 
commission, he termed 
disregard of the order a clear 
violation of the Public Utilities 
Act. 


“It is imperative that this 
situation be corrected im- 
mediately. Why should citizens 
be subjected to added risk of 
possible death or serious injury 
because of failure to install 
these reflectorized 
crossbucks?,"’ he asked. 

Scott urged that each day of 
non-compliance be counted as a 
separate offense. If the court 
agrees, the railroads could be 
fined between $500 and $2,000 
for every offense for each day.

Business men and women 
throughout Illinois are 
distressed with the state’s 
business climate, citing ex- 
cessive governmental 
regulations, taxation and a 
general anti-business attitude. 
They not only give Mlinois an 
unfavorable general rating in 
this respect, but also rate it 
below average on six of eight 
specific factors affecting 
business, climate when com- 
paring Illinois with eight other 
large manufacturing states. 

These are conclusions of a 
survey of members of the 
Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce, announced Friday 
at a Chicago news conference 
by ISCC President Lester W. 
Brann Jr. Results were based 
on 1,083 mail responses to a 
questionnaire received from 
member firms over the past 
three months, compiled and 
analyzed by an independent 
survey organization. 

Brann announced plans for a 
new program to “confront the 
problem of the _ state’s 
deteriorating business 
climate.” 

He said a coalition of Illinois 
leaders will be asked to join 
business in developing long- 
range economic growth 
programs to help generate 
capital investment and jobs for 
the future. 

In the questionnaire, 
“business climate” was defined 
as factors over which state or 
local government has control, 
such as business development 
incentives, taxes, regulations, 
labor laws and other factors. 
Excluded from the definition 
were such factors as 
geography, weather, raw 
materials, markets and general 
economic factors like recession 
and inflation, unless those 
factors were thought to be 
aggravated by governmental 
action. 

“Anti-business” attitudes on 
the part of the legislature and 
the governor were cited as 
major factors in the state’s 
deteriorating climate. Power of 
labor and pro-labor government 
attitudes also were mentioned 


legislative posture. 

Recent increases in state 
unemployment insurance tax 
rates and workmen’s com- 
pensation costs were cited as 
“especially detrimental to 
business’ ability to function in 
Mlinois.”” : 

A separate, more detailed 
survey was conducted among 76 
of the state's largest 
manufacturers, Brann said. 
Results of this survey supported 
the findings of the larger group 
surveyed 

The large firms, which em- 
ploy a total 268,283 persons in 
Illinois and have an estimated 
aggregate investment of over $7 
billion, were asked about their 
plans for expansion in Illinois 
and for their evaluation of the 
state's business climate. 

While their total dollar in- 
vestment in Illinois has in- 
creased over the past ten years 
and will further increase during 
the next decade, their, relative 
share of total capital in- 
vestment going into Illinois has 
declined and will further 
decline over the next 10 years, 
the survey showed.
